He predicted a cvuntinu- 
anee of the present prosperity, and 
expressed his approval of President 
Llarding’s suggestion that the United 
States affiliate with tbe international 
court’ of justice, saying it would be 
n step otward the restoration of 
normal relations with other countrigs. 

“Both he present and the future 
leok bright,” the South Carolina sen- 
ator said, after quoting statistics to 
show that the United States was the 
wealthiest country in the world, “when 
we are reminded that our iron and 
steel production is the heaviest in 
our history and that we are now pro- 
ducing twice as much as we did in 
1913, and yet we are exporting only 
half of what we did then. We are 
also told that our car loading and 
building permits, and manufacture of 
eotton is greater than ever and that 
eur farm products in 1922 brought 
over $2,000,000 more than the crop 
of 1921. We are further told that 
twice as many automobiles were 
mide in the first three months of 
this year as in the same period of 
vear. Certainly the automobile 
has done more than all other agen- 
cies put together.” 

“I might be permitted.” the speaker 
continued, “to express the hope that 
eur government will at least join 
the world court and in various ways 
we will find a better world market

Referring to, the obtaining of funds 
for good roads 
prosperity,” Senator Dial said: “This 
must be-accomplished by passing just 
legislation and refusing to pass the 
other kind. - One of the main duties 
of the hour is to keen down, suppress 
and extinguish radicalism of all kinds.
